A big fall in the immigration figures 
for 1914 as compared with the pre- 
vious yea>s was experienced by Sas- 
katchewan, according to the immigra- 
tion report issued by Mr. T. M. Molloy, 
of the Bureau of Labor for Saskatche- 
wan, the total not reaching a half of 
that of 1913. The immigrants total- 
led in all 20,634, of whom 3,249 were 
English, 691 Scotch, 276 Irish. The 
most numerous of the other national- 
ties were the Ruthenians who num- 
bered 808, ard the Russians 718. ° 

In 1913 the immigration figures 
reached 44,643, which were not quite 
80 high as in 1912, the record year. 

Considering the great reduction. in 
immigration to this country last year, 
only 168,930, as again t 418909 for 
1913, Saskatchewan seems to have 
well maintained her reputation as a 
land in which new homes might be 
sought. 

During the last eight years the-e 
have been 274,636 immigrants to this 
rovince, 111,043 of whom have set- 
ed there during the last three years.

Canada’s Water Powers 


It Is Estimated That Seventeen Mil- 
lion Horse Power Can Be De- 
veloped in Canada 

A few years ago the commission of 
conservation published a report on 
the water powers of Canada. It show- 
ed that the estimated horse power 
capable of being developed in the 
country was seventeen million, while 
the amount, utilized was but a trifle 
over one million, Of the energy con- 
sumed electrical concerns absorbed 
743,000 horse power, pulp and paper 
mills 168,000, and other industries 
115,00 horse power, 

Since that.report was issued in 
1911, a great deal of additional work 
has been done in connection with the 
development of our water powers. 
Canada, especially the central part, 
suffers from a shortage of coal, which 
shortage ts being made good by the 
development of water powers—tha 
country’s white coal. In Ontario, the 
Hydro-Blectric commission, under the 


built transmission 
the western part of the province, with 
the result that energy from Niagara 
Falls ig turning the wheels of scores 
of factories within a radius of two 
hundred miles. 

More recently Manitoba has issued 
a report on the water powers of that 
province. It shows that within eighty 
miles of Winnipeg: there are eight 
water sites capable of producing 409,- 
000 horse pawer continuously. Of the 
eight sites three ‘are at present in 
course of development. In Northwest- 
ern Ontario there are several more 
important water powers which are un- 
der the control of the Dominion gov- 


water power.

The Liquor Act Campaign 


‘Certain methods are being employed 
in connection with the Liquor act ¢am- 
paign which will not help to bring about 
an intelligent verdict in July. 

The decision which will then, be 
reached will have a very important in- 
fluence on the future of this »province, 
and it is very essential that the discus- 
sion should be conducted with fairness, 
moderation and‘! common sense. “We 
cannot afford to have the act carried by 
a passing wave of feeling without proper 
consideration of all that it involves. 

It should be “recognized in the first 
place that there is room for honest differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to such legisla 
tion, It cannot be denied that many 
previous attempts to promote the cause 
of tenperance by legal enactinent have 
defeated their purpose, and the present 
measure should be analyzed carefully 
and calmly in the light of past exper- 
ience and existing needs. There is nu 
justification for the course that» some 
people are pursuing in denouncing all 
who fail to approve of the act as ‘agents 
of the whiskey ring’’ and so forth. If it 
is cdrried by such appeals to unreasbn- 
ableness it will do n@thing but harm. 

Still more reprehensible. are the direct 
influences that are brought’ to bear on 
individuals which restrict them from 
acting as their conscience and intelli- 
gence advise. These influences are 
being resorted to by both sides. ~

} » Called a Dominion 


Even a child will talk” correetly about 
the ‘‘Commonwealth’’ of Australia, or 
the Indian ‘Empire’, and no one would 

pply either of those terms to this couns! 
try. We aré accustomed to take the ex- 
pression of the “Dominion’’ of Canada 
for granted ; pt he origin of that some- 
what unusual tern is known to very few. 

When the great scheme of Sir John 
Macdonald wag’ finally realixed, and the 
vine provinges grouped themselves to- 
gether into one great confederation, a 
serious, difficulty was preserted by the 
choice of u suitable names For a time 
almost a dendlock ensned. 

At length one old member of Parlia- 
ment rose from his seat and told his col- 
leagues that he had read in his Bible that 
very norhing the words: ‘‘His domin- 
ion shall be from the one sea to the other.’” 
Accordingly he suggested that Canada 
should be kriown as the Dominion, or 
God’s ‘Land. The suggestion seized upon 
the hearts and imaginations of: those 
present, and it was-promptly acted upon. 


Suggestions have been made within the 
past few weeks that something should be 
done in the way of forming a corps for 
instructions in miusketry and infantry 
drill and for shooting practice.

The Army-worm. 


‘The Army-worm probably above all 
otber kinds of insects which increase 
in enormvus numbers periodically, 
causes wide-spread anxiety among 
farmers when it appears suddenly 
in a Jocality, and in a very shorttime 
completely destroys fields of vats and 
other grains. 

The Entomologics! Branch of the 
Department gf Agriculture bas just 
issued Bulletin No. 9, on the Army- 
worm, prezared by Mr. Arthur Gib- 
son, Chiet Assistant HKntomelogist, 
who bas charge of investigations on 
insects affecting field crops. Iu this 
publication of 3£ pages a full descrip- 
tion is given of the remarkable out- 
break of this. notorious catapillar 
whivh occurred in eastern Canuda in 
1914. The recent outbreak was the 
most severe of any which occurred 


-|in Canada, and the damage caused 


is estimat. d at $800,000, five-sixth of 
which took place in the province of 
Ontario. The value of the trenching 
metbod of control was amply demon: 
strated. No matter bow big the 
advancing army. of worms were, it 
was shown that crops could be saved 
from their ravages. In the bulletin 
the insect is deseribed in all’ jts 
stages, and methods of controlling it 
ave given. A full discussion is in- 
cluded on the life history and habits 
of the worm, its food plants, natural 
enenies,etc, The bulletin bas 19 
uéeful illustrations, several of which 
show clearly the digging, of proper]. 
trenches and the_ results obtained in 
controlling the worms.

The. observance, of Arbor 
There is need 
in every part of Canada for the edu- 
cation and instruction which Arbor 
Day represents. The way should be 
observed ag a public holiday, at a 
time most suited to. the climatic con- 
ditions of the locality. Public recog- 
nition should be giveh to Arbor Day, 
and the planting and protection of 
shade trees, the preparation of flower 
and vegetable gardens, and the thor. 
ough cleaning up of homes and sur 
roundings should be advocated as 
special duties for the day. 

Arbor Day has its justification in 
the value of trees, from whatever 
point of view they may be consider- 
ed. Nothing contributes so much to 
make the world pleasant place to 
live-in ag trees, The true home feel- 
ing is not satisfied without the pres- 
ence of the trees, with their shelter 
and shade, their beauty of form and 
leaf, their blossom and fruit, their 


the seasons, and their fullness of 
color in the autumn days. They also 
afford homes and ‘shelter for our 
feathered friends*-the birds—during 
their annual visits to us. 
There is nothing which will add 
beauty and value to a home or the 
schoolhouse more than the presence 
of trees; there is likewise nothing 
which adds more to the comfort of the 
pedestrian than shade trees on tue 
roadside. The way may be long and 
dusty, but under thé cool shade of the 
trees relief ig found. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
celebration of Arbor Day will become 
more general; that the planting and 
care of trees and jshrubs around 
schoolhouses, homes; public spaces 
and by roadsides may have the effect 
of developing a keener appreciation of 
the value and beauty of trees; and 
that in thus enlarging the field of Ar- 
bor Day activities, greater interest 
May be created in the protection of 
our Canadian forests from the reck- 
less destruction by fire and the axe 
with which they are threatened.

averaged around 91lc. As other fac- 
tors, inclucing those mentioned above, 
are fairly constant excepting the fac- 
tor of war, the latter may be consider- 
ed chiefly responsible for the consid- 
erable price disparity existing. 
here ‘has been only one struggle 
anything like parallel to this one in 
modern history, and that was the 
Napoleoyic wars. In reviewing war 
prices then. and now, however, th* 
consumer may pe thankful that he is 
living at the ~-beginning of the 
twentieth century rather than in the 
early part of the nineteenth. From the 
years 1799 to 1820 wheat never went 
below $1.79, while the average in 
1810, 1812 and 1818 was well over 
$3 per bushel. The high record was 
reached in 1812, when $3.85 was not 
merely the high point, but the average 
through the yéar. The low record 
price for all these three centuries was 
paid in 1894, when the average for the 
year was 69c. Only twice betwee. 
1641 and 1885 did the price go below 
$1. Since the latter year the average 
went below $1 twen.y-four times. Brit- 
ain’s overseas dominions, the United 
States and-the Argentin> have been 
chiefly résponsible for the new and 
lower basis prevaijing for twenty 
years back up to tfe outbreak of the 
war. Relatively speaking, the price 
of wheat is not yet high for war tim:. 
With. greater production promised for 
the coming season, the consumer need 
not have bad dreams of 1812 prices, 
with wheat at $3.85 per bushel.

The Feeding of 
Idie Horses 


Oat Sheaves Satisfactory Winter Ra- 
tion—Prairie Hay Gives Better 
Results Than Timotny 
Experiments have been conductea 
at the Mauitoba Agricuitural College 
with the objects or determining the 
minimum amount of teed on which an 
idle hores’s weigh. could be main- 
ta.ned, comparing the relative feed. 
ing value of the various foods ava.!- 
able on the average farnmi during tue 
winter mouths, and also cf finding 
out the daily cost of <eeping an ‘dle 
work horse during the period of his 

unproductiveness. 

Feeds compared .n maintaining the 
horse’s weight we:: oat straw and 
oats, Oat sLeaves and cut oat eneaves. 
In the first feed en allowance per 
horse was made of 6 lbs. oats, 30 lbs. 
oat straw and 10 lbs. of roots (tur- 
Lips). This had a nutritive ratio of 
1:6.099. On this feed gains up to 2o 
pounds were made. T..c cost of the 
ration based on these prices (oat 
straw $1.50 per ton, oats, 40c bushel, 
and roots $3.80 per ton) was 11.21 
cents per day. 

The oats were coarsely chopped 
while the oat, straw was fed just as 
it came from the separator. 

The four horseg were next placed 
on a ration of oat sheaves, no weights 
being recorded for a week in order 
to allow the horses to become used to 
the new feed. 

The animals received 30 pounds ot 
oat sheaves, except that in this case 
per day, which had a nutritive ratio 
of 1:8.61, and was fed at a cost of 
12.4 cents per day. Gains up to fifty 
pounds were reco i2u doa this feed. 
The sheaves weighed between 6 ani 
6 pounds, and contained about one 
pound of oats to every two and a half 
pounds of straw. 

The same tour horses were again 
placea on a ration of 30 pounds of 
oat sheaves, except that in the case 
the sheaves were cut into two or three 
inch lengths in the cutting box. Al- 


this ration cost 13.9 cents per day 
Gains of from 4 to 20 pounds each 
were made on this feed. 

The second seri2 
consisted of one comparison of timo- 
thy and prairie-hay, and another of a 
straight oat feed against one of oats 
and bran mixed. 

This experiment was run in con 
junction with the preceding one out- 
lined, so that except for the differ- 
ence in feed the horses were under 
the same conditions, 

There has been a tendency in the 
Past to consider timothy hay as very 
much superior to our prairie hay 
which is a mixture of native grasses 
composed largely of red top. Chemi- 
cal analysis shows a little advantage 
in Yavor of prairie hay and yet the 
market price of these two feeds dif- 
fer about four dollars, timothy being 
the more expen:ive 

Horses receiving a _ ration of 15 
pounds oat straw, 8 pounds timothy, 
4 pounds oats, and 10 pounas timothy, 
were fed <t a cost of 11.72 cents per 
day, the timothy being figured at $10 


a ton. The feed was tnen changed, 
prairie hay being substituted for 
timothy. ValWiug the prairie hay a: 


$7 a ton the cost of this ration was 
10.52 cents a day. 

Immediately following these experi 
ments the horses were fed a green 
mixture of 2 lbs. bran and © lbs. oats, 
instead of 4 lbs oats as formerly. 
otherwise the ration remained the 
same, as when prairie hay wag fed 
Bran was valued at $21.00 per ton 
Resilts show a loss of from 10 lbs. to 
a gain of 7 lbs. The ration cost 10.2/ 
ceuts a day. 

The following conclusions were ac 
rived at: 

That oat gheaves are a more satis 
factory feed for wintering borses 
than threshed oats and straw.

Jaxative nature, as for instance, tur 
nips, should be auded to the ration to 
correct any digestive troubles, 

That for idle hor-es a feed of oats 
was better than the same weight of 
oats and bran mixed up to one-half 
bran. It is possible that up to \ 
bran the ration might have been im- 
proved, | : 

That rations with a nutritive ratio 
of 1:8.6 to 1:12 cave best results and 
that a wider ration gave ‘a decrease 
in gain. 

That a good sized farm horse of 
1,500 Ibs. will eat about 30 Ibs. of oat 
straw per day. ‘; 

That for all practical purposes we 
would recommend a ration composed | > 
of oat sheaves and roots, as this gave 
the best results. This feed might be 
improved if 10 Ibs. of oat sheaves 
were replaced by 2 lbs. of crushed 
oats 10 lbs. or 12 lbs. of oat straw. 

That the gains made from oat 
sheaves were replaced by 2 lbs. of 
crushed oats and 10 Ibs. or 12 lbs. of 
oat straw. 

That the gains made from cut oat 
sheaves were not sufficient to war- 
rant the practice of cutting good pal- 
atable sheaves, especially as the op- 
ao increases the cost of the ra- 
tion. 

In many cases sheaves may be cut 
and blown into barns. Where this is 
practised it would seem wise, if the 
sheaves are’ good, to \cut in one load 
of straw to each two or three loads 
of sheaves. Providing of course that 
the mixture is to be a maintenance 
ration for idle mature horses.

Successful Results in Saskatchewan 
of Government Creameries 

The dairy branca of tne uepart- 
ment oi agricuiture itor SaShatcue- 
Wan having couciuded a most suc- 
cluded series of special dairy meet- 
ings Which were worked in conjunc- 
tion with the railway companies and 
the college of agriculture, is going 
.orward With renewed eltorts. ‘1nese 
special Meetings were Maue possivie 
by the libei:auty of the railways. 
in ail, "63 meetings were heid at 
points on the C.P.R., 47 on the C.N.R. 
soth companies placed, for the us») 
of the dairy division, a large first- 
class passenger coach, ftitied’ for 
nolding mMcetings, and a tourist 
sleeper for tne spe-kers. The da.ry 
branch undertook the mapping out 
oO. tue itimerary and the llunug up of 
the cars. All lectures were illust.ate 1 
by lantern slides and these pioved 
4 Vely iluportant factor in the suc- 
cess of the meetings, The total at- 
tendance at meetings on the C.P-K, 
was 2,672 with an average of 62 at 
each meeting, and on the C.N.R. there 
was a tota: at.eodance o: 3,792 or 
an average of 80 at-each meeting. 

In speaking of these meetings, the 
dairy comim.ssioner for Saskaichewa.t 
aeclares that the most gratilying 
thing wag to find that the prospect of 
high prices for wheat had sot les- 
sened the interest of the dairymen 

The number of farmers g2nding to 
government operated creameries dur- 
ing the the summer season in Sask- 
atchewan has grown from 213 in 19u7 
to 3,626 in lyi4, while the make of 
butter has increased from 66,246 
pounds to 1,161,240 pounds. Tha 
number of farmers sending cream ! 
during the winter month. was grown 
in the same period from 113 to 1,677 
and the make of butter in the winter 
from 21,588 pounds to 237,600. 

The creameries in Saskatchewan 
are not owned by the government, 
they are built and owned by the 
farmers, assisted by the .ocal towns- 
people, but the government has pro- 
| vided legiglat on whereby a loan may 
be made at 8 per c.nt. to a co-oper- 
ative cream-ry having complied with 
the necessary conu:tions and should, 
the peegie wish, the government will 
assume the entire management of the 
creamery, engage the manager, buy 
all supplies, seil the butter, collect 
the money therefor, keep the books
